At a faur-hour plenary -session 


two more treaties and half a dozen 
supplemental resolutions were passed 
through the final stage of conference 
approval and then the delegates ex- 
changed farewell courtesies In a ser- 
ies of speeches expressing universal 
•atlsfactlon over the results of the 
history-making 
negotiations 
just 


ended, 


MONDAT MNAL SESSION. 


Mondays' session will be devoted 


entirely to formal signature of the 
conference treaties and to an address 
by President Harding, 
voicing his 


appraisement of tha 
work 
accom- 


plished by the conference he called 
Into being. Most of the foreign dele- 
gates plan to leave Washington Mon- 
day night or Tuesday. 


Ths two treaties accepted form- 


filly at today's session both relate 
to China, one providing for a revis- 
ion of the Chinese customs systems 
and 
tha 
other 
embodjing 
Ellhu 


Itoot's "four points'* and the ampli- 
fied open door. Some separate reso- 
lutions put on the record deal with 
collateral Chinese questions but In- 
cluded in the lot was a supplement 
to tha four power Pacific treaty ex- 
eliding from the scope of the agree- 
ment the principal islands of the 
Japanese empire. 


SIGN SHANTUNG TREATS 


A few hoars after tho plenary ses- 


sion adjourned "the Japanese and 
Chinese met and affixed their sig- 
natures to the 
treaty 
by which 


Shantung is to be returned to Chin- 
ese control. 
Although the long de- 


bated Shantung question occupied a 
}:ey position In tha conference pro- 
pram, the negotiations by which it 
v.as settled proceeded outside 
the 


tunlcrence proper and only the two 
Oriental powers were made parties 
to the resulting treaty.

HAIL, ACCOMPLISHMENTS. 


Secretary Hughes for the United 


•States a^d 
Arthur J. Ealfour 
for 


Creat Britain, hailed the conference 
a.-coniphshments as ushering in a 
'new era" of understanding and Al- 
tert Sarraut for Trance, eulogized 
the record of achievement as con- 
slit'iting the "loftiest precedent of 
mankind " Similar expressions came 
from all the other national gioaps. 


What the negotiations had done 


for dura and for peaca In the cruc- 
lil area of the Pacific and the Far 
3:ast was the keynote of nearly all 
concluding addresses. Japan renew- 
ed her pledges of fair treatment for 
China through Baron Shidehara, who 
declared his government wanted only 
to aid In brtnglns the Chinese na- 
tion to Its proper place In the world, 
and Minister i^e of tho Chinese dele- 
gation, asserted 
that 
his

T.ouid look upon the decisions reach- 
ed here as tne animus of a new In- 
spiiation to go forward to orderly 
de\ elopmcnt. 


CORNER STONE. 


Dwelling on the Chinese situation 


as a corner stone of the work of the 
conference, Mr. Balfour gave warn- 
In; 
that no nation In the future 


cou'd violate the principles laid down 
In Washington without sacrificing 
the confidence of the powers. Here- 
after, he said, selfish aggressions at 
China's expense could not be excus- 
ed upon a plea of Ignorance, or of 
private "understandings" with minor 
Chinese officials. 


WANTS U. S. PRESENT. 


Embodied in Kali's last message 


to the conference, voiced by Senator 
Sthanzer, was a reference to the 
co.nirg economic conference to be 
li"ld at Genoa, coupled with an ex- 
pression 
of hope that the 
UmtJd i 


States would not withdraw from the 
councils of the powers. 
The eco- 


nomic conference, the senator sail 
presented a problem which naturally 
must come more and more to thi 
front as the world attempted to re- 
turn to pca.-e. 


The utterance of the 
statesmen 


during thf final period of oratory 
.•were addressed, strangely enough, to 
e. hall empty of spectators. 
The 


plenary session had lapped far over 
the lunch hour before it had com- 
pleted the tedious formalities of ap- 
proving treaties and resolutions al- 
ready made public and what had 
originally been a crowd of many 
hundreds dwindled gradually away 
•until the galleries were vacated. 


PRESENTS TREATY. 


Secretary Hughes, acting as his 


'own reading clerk, presented to the 
conference the general Far Eastern 
treaty, the statements of the Japa- 
nese and American governments on 
Siberia, a series of statements- by 
the Japanese, Chinese »£a American 
jpoveroments on the "t^«ity-one de- 
mands" and several Jupplementary 
resolutions. Senator Underwood, 
ehairman of the tariff committee, 


M tariff treaty; !S«m«tor Lodre 


presented 
the 
supplement to 
the 


four-power Pacific treaty, and Mr. 
Root the resolution authorizing a fu- 
ture conference to revise the rules 
of warfare. 


RESOLUTIONS LEFT OUT. 


As the agreements 
finally shape 


up, nine resolutions formally adopt- 
ed are 
left 
out of the series of 


treaties, delegation leaders explain- 
ing that they deal with subjects 
which relate to executive pollcv and 
do not require pailiamentary ratifi- 
cations. These resolutions, which are 
declared to Bland as binding agree- 
ments among the powers, 
provide 


for withdrawal of foreign postof- 
flces from China, establishment of a 
commission to investigate extra-ter- 
ritoriahty In China, regulation of 
Chinese radio facilities, considera- 
tion of the question of withdrawal 
of troops from Chinese 
territory, 


"better protection" for tho Chinese 
eastern railway and a request on the 
part of the powers that China re- 
duce her military forces. 


THREE SUPPLEMENTS. 


In addition to these the conference 


aJoptcd touay three supplementary 
resolutions—one establishing a board 
of conference to handle questions 
arising under the general Far East- 
ern treaty; another providing until 
the five-power naval treatv is rati- 
fied the signatories are "in honor 
bound" not to dispose of ships that 
otherwise would be scrapped, and 
the third stipulating that the five- 
power 
submarine and 
poison 
ga<- 


treaty shall not come under review 
by the conference on warfare regu- 
lations. 
The 
supplemental 
agreement to 


exclude Japanese proper 
from 
the 


scope 
of 
the 
four-power Pacific 


treaty is to be ratified by the par- 
liamentary bodies of the signatories 
as a part of the treaty. It is to be 
signed at Mnndas's session, the >ivc- 
power treaty to which It refers hav- 
ing received the formal signatures 
of the plenipotentiaries.

The British delegation with the ex- 


ception of Sir Auckland Geddes, the

ambassador, 
will leave 


Washington for New York Monday 
after the final plenary session of 
the conference and will sail Tuesday. 


Mr. Balfour on leaving the White 


House, said he told the president he 
was returning to England with the 
greatest satisfaction over "the wond- 
erful success" of 
the

conference. The conference, he said, 
has demonstrated the great success 
of the conference method of dealing 
with 
International 
questions 
and 


would undoubtedly result in more in- 
ternational meetings. 


Shantung Treaty 


Signed Saturday 


Washington, Feb. 4.—The treaty 


between Japan and China, embody- 
ing the settlement of the Shantung 
controversy, was signed late today 
In the Hall of tha Americas at the 
Pan-American Union by the repre- 
sentatives of the two powers. At- 
tendant upon the signing were Ar- 
thur J. Balfour. head of the British 
a r m s 
delegation, 
and 
Secretary

offices,

gether with the Intercession of Pres- 
ident Harding, brought 
about the 


settlement. 


THE SIGNERS. 


The treaty was signed for Japan 


by Admiral Baron Kato. Ambassador 
Shldehar,. and Vice-Foreign Minis- 
ter Hanlhara and for China by Mln 
Ister Sze. Minister Koo and Chief 
Justice Wang. Two copies of the 
treaty were signed and sealed, one to 
be deposited In Tokio and the otner 
in Peking. 


The treaty is written In English 


and signed In English, the language 
having beea adopted as the official 
languige both for the negotiations 
and for the treaty. 


FORMALITIES SIMPLE. 


Formalities attending, the signa- 


ture were simple. A handful of news

RESIGNATION RUMORED. 


Adjutant-General Dlckson's forth- 


coming 
resignation 
has 
been 


rumored for months. He has served 
as commander 
of the state militia 


under three administrations, and has 
been connected 
with 
the national 


guard since his enlistment as a pri- 
vate In the war with Spain. 


The new adjutant-general also Is 


a veteran of 
the Spanish-American 


war, having enlisted In the Fourth 
Infantry regular army, on October 
7, 1896. He was appointed a colonel 
by the Governor last August and 
attached to the 
Governor's 
staff. 


General Block's hcvne is at Albany 
Park, a suburb of Chicago. 


The Governor's office declined to 


comment on General Dlckson's resig- 
nation. The statement announcing it 
said:

But, how 


can the near eastern 
problem be 


solved apart from all the other prob- 
lems? If certain nations must yield 
In the east, they must be compensat- 
ed elsewhere. 


In other words, as I have often In- 


sisted, no worth while understanding 
Is possible between France and Great 
Britain, unless there can be an under- 
standing on all subjects as was re- 
ported In 1914, between Edward Tba 
Seventh and Delcasso. 


At the present time It looks very 


much as If the Genoa conference will 
be postponed. The recent statement 
of Tchltcherln, the Russian bolshevik 
foreign minister, Is hardly reassuring 
and France Is justified 
In fearing 


that the Genoa conference would not 
reconstruct Europe but would forever 
destroy what remains of the Euro- 
pean peace treaties.

This talk in the last year or two had 
been growing to dangerous propor- 
tions. 


RELATIONS BETTER. 


As a result ot the Washington con- 


ference 
the relations between the 


United States and Japan are better 
today than they have been In a de- 
cade. There is a better understand- 
ing of aims and Intentions between 
the two governments. The Japanese 
have discovered that there is no In- 
tentions between the two govern- 
ments. The Japanese have discover- 
ed that there Is no Intention on the 
part of the Washington government 
to run amuck In the Far East. 
Japanese have found that there Is at 
Washington a disposition to trust 
them In the Orient, and consequent- 
ly the Japanese are going home ex- 
tremely happy over the outcome of 
a conference which they felt at firet 
they had every reason to fear. 


MATTER OF PRIDE. 


Japan won her point of keeping 


th* Shantung negotiations entirely 
out of the official scope of the con- 
ference. 
There was a distinct rea- 


lon of pride In this. Japan at Ver- 
•allles promised to restore Shantung 
to China within a reasonable time 
Therefore, it was a matter only be- 
tween Japan and China as to tin 
terms of this restoration. 


Japan felt It would 
be casting 


doubt upon the bona fides o£ hei 
promises made at Versailles If tht 
Washington conference shffbld offi- 
<-;ally take up the Shantung ques- 
tion. 
Undoubtedly the Washington 


conference speeded 
tht Shantung 


compromise, and 
undoubtedly the 


Chinese would not have signed any 
of the Far Eastern treaties in the 
ulisence of a definite Shantung un- 
derstanding. Such a course by China 
would have cast a shadow upon all 
the conference agreements. 


PREDICTED WAR. 


When President Harding first came 


Into the White House he felt that the 
most pressing international question 
confronting his administration had 
to do with the future relationship 
between this country and Japan. He 
tvas not alarmed at the "loose talk" 
of war, but he was concerned. War 
•tudents everywhere were predicting 
that the next great armed conflict 
would be In the Pacific and palpably 
they had the United States and Japan 
In mind. 


ENGLAND WORRIED. 


Great Britain 
became perturbed 


over the situation. 
Embarrassing 


questions were being asked In par- 
liament. Woulfl the British govern- 
ment, In th» event of hostilities be- 
tween Japan and the United States 
be compellefl t0 go to th« assistance 
of Japan under the terms 
of the 


Anglo-Japanese alliance? The ques- 
tion was put !n the house of com- 
mons. The answer was a diplomatic 
one. The government had heard no 
report of a possibility of war be- 
tween the two nations and therefore 
th» question of policy did not arise. 


Newspapers In Japan, In the Unit- 


ed States and in England were tak- 
ing up the discussion of war In the 
Pacific. 
The German press fairly 


chuclilefl over the prospect. 


President Harding felt there were 


distinct elements of danger In tht 
situation. 
Nothing1 breeds war EC 


•urely as the constant talk ot -war. 


SMOOTHED OTJT TROUBLE. 


Th» 
conference apparently 
has 


•moothed the troubled waters. Jap- 
anH position of power In the east has 
bee» recognized by this country. The 
points of 
friction 
which Japan 


thought existed, melted away rapid- 
ly under the benign -Influence ot the 
conference sun. 


There were many reasons for the 


calling of the Washington confer- 
ence. Great Britain desired It even 


more than did the United States. But 
In the back of the president's mind 
always was the thought that It the 
conference could sweep away the 
war clouds hanging over the country 
and Japan a great step toward world 
peace would be achieved. 


Meantime a question universal^ 


asked is: What Immediate effect does 
the five-power treaty of limitation 
have upon the United States navy. 


NO IMMEDIATE EFFECT. 


With the exception of stopping con- 


struction on some ot the new ships 
there IB no Immediate effect.

Is to be no reduction of navy per- 
sonnel.

OF MUCH INTEREST. 


Nnt much has been heard of the

CANNOT BE BOUGHT. 


It appears that th» divining rod 


cannot be bought or hired at so 
much per diem. It la used by the 
owner on the condition that he re- 
ceive one-fourth of the proceeds of 
the oil located, and hlB right Ig not 
limited to any particular well but to. 
the entire block of land Included In 
the riven lease on which the rod In- 
dicates oil. If the first well produces 
forty barrels a day he will receive 
ten barrels, which, at the present 
price of crude oil, will be a right 
neat little Income, If nothing else, 
In the way of oil development. 


Does 
the 
divining rod 
divine? 


That Is and always has been a moot- 
ed question. There are plenty of 
people who believe that It floes 
Among these are not to be found the 
geologists. 


SLENTIER COPPER ROD. 


The divining rod nsed In this c 


was a slender copper rod or a large 
copper wire whlrh tapers toward th 
middle till It bends with Its own 
weight and curves like a rainbow 
when one end Is held In the hands of 
the operator. The ends are wrapped 
for a distance of several Inches with 
what has the appearance of heavily 
Insulated wire. This, on the hent end 
which thp operator holds, affords a 
secure grip, and on the other end 
adds weight. These ends are sup. 
Posed to, contain the divining prop- 
erty of the rod. The Insulation may 
conceal 
magnetlo 
wire, loadstone, 


devil's salt or anything elae that the 
Imagination can conceive. The slen- 
der middle makes the rod sensitive 
to a vertical pull. 


The operator grasps one end of 


the rod In nil hands, or rather with 
one hand, and elutchei that hand 
with the other and walks slowly for- 
ward as In water witching. When 
he reaches a spot beneath which 
there Is oil the outer end of the rod 
Is pulled downward and when the 


operator itopi the rod continues to 
nod In flplte of bis best «fforts to 
steady It. 


ROD POINTED OUT OIL. 


The divining rod when tested on 


the site of the Lincoln well near the 
Twin Bridges plainly told of ths 
presence of oil, according to the oc- 
cular evidence presented to tbe little 
crowd of spectators. Half of the 
spectators were convinced by this 
evidence while the other half were 
not, as Is always the case. 


The arm muscles of the operator 


could be seen to twitch, which some 
of the spectators thought was the 
result of his muscular effort to keep 
the rod bobbing and by the others to 
his effort to hold It steady.

galena Is the best—clamped under a 
fine wire point. 


A bit of tested crystal costs about 


25 cents. 


This mineral may be held In place 


by a clip—an old suspender clasp. 
But It Is better to have It screwed 
firmly In a small cup. 


THE "CAT WHISKER." 


Resting lightly on 
the 'mineral 


should le this fine 
wire — "cat 


whisl.cr" It Is called. 


This should be supported In some 


•way so that It can be adjusted eas- 
ily. 


A good way Is to attach the wire 


to a little rod, supported on a stand.

There still seems to be a great 


deal 
or 
misunderstanding 
among 


many regarding wave lengths as are 
used In radio communication. A brief 
explanation 
was published a 
few 


weeks ago 
In the Sunday Review 


but a few words would not come 
amiss, due to the fact that It Is really 
the most Important and fundamental 
theory In radio. A very good article 
appeared In the January issue of the 
Q. S. T. which follows In part: 


ETHER WAVE8. 


"Communication by wireless Is car- 


ried on by ether waves and it Is help- 
ful 
In understanding these etheric 


or electro-magnetic waves to con- 
sider waves on water. Drop a rock 
Into still water and waves radiate 
In all directions from the center of 
disturbance. We measure the length 
of such waves by distance between 
the crest of one and the crest of the 
succeeding one. This Is called a 
wave length. 


"It Is obvious tliat as we Increase 


the number of radiated In any unit 
of time, they will he more closely 
crowded together, *o that the wave 
length Is decreased. The number of 
waves radiated per second Is called 
the "frequency" and It h 
readily 


seen that as the frequency Is Increas- 
ed, the wave length Is reduced. 


MUST UNDERSTAND LAWS 


'A general understanding of the 


physical law* of wlrelesi wavei la 
of great value to anyone who oper- 
ates a radio. It provides one with 
an 'Instinct' to feel for a Bound that 
Is being sent on a given wave length. 
The lawful wave length for general 
amateur transmission Is 200 meters 
maximum. 
Now, the great majority 


of receiving outfits are designed to 
operate efficiently on wave lengths 
above 200 meters, «o the amateur 
Is compelled to operate at a greater 


wave length than IB lawful to mak« 
himself heard. 


"It is always the Ijest policy to 


first consult someone who li thor- 
oughly familiar with all types ol 
equipment before purchasing «. re- 
ceiving set or there will be a great 
chance that the different pieces at 
apparatus will be totally unfitted tor 
each other, the result being an in- 
efficient combination. It Is from sucU 
causes as these that tend to disgust 
one and cause him tq eay wireless is 
Impractical."

There were many stories of the 


(trying days In France and many con- 
fessions were made. General Persh- 
1ns confessed that he personally had 
Acted aa censor at times, and the 
correspondents opined that they knew 
at last why their dispatches had been 
delayed so long. 


"I wanted to know something 


about every phase of the work In the 
Expeditionary Forces," said the Gen- 
«ral, "and BO I had the press offi- 
cers bring the dispatches to me from 
time to time so I could see Just how 
they were being handled." 


"You must have learned a great 


ifleal 
about 
war 
from 
those dis- 


patches," suggested one of tha bolder 
•pints at the luncheon, amid a burst 
of laughter. But the General insist- 
ed on being serious for a moment. 


"I do not believe the people at 


Jiome realized how much they owed 
to you boys. I 'don't believe even 
that th» army had anything like a 
lull appreciation of your work." 


THE GREAT AMERICAN HOME 


STRANGE GATHERING. 


It was a sort of strange gather- 


Ing of correspondents at that. There 
,-were fifteen of us in all. Some had 
travelled from distant cities to be 
present. The remarkable feature oi 
tho assemblage was that with but 
on» exception not a correspondent 
at the luncheon had written a book 
about the war. The reason for th's 
iB not difficult to explain. The closer 
on* got to tha war, the more oni 
•aw of It. the more It became a par1 
of one, the less you could write th< 
etuff of which books are mad«. I 
Iwas eary enough, and 
gripping 


enough, to writs the dally dispatch 
Taut to -attempt to view the war in 
Objective was virtually impossible, 


It was remarked at the luncheon 


that with one or two exception 
those who wrote the most about wa 
•were the ones who saw the least o 
It. Correspondents who made three 
day tonrs of the front and got bn 
one Impression of the war, camu 
away and wrote for weeks and 
•months 
Th"s» who lived with the 


armies and knew what was going on 
everywhere along the line, were safl- 
Jy hampered by facts. 


General Pershlng admitted that l.e 


himself had experienced great diffi- 
culty in attempting to write of the 
war" as n whMe. One w,n conscious 
always of the Inadequacy of mere 
jwords. The war »on» was a world 
Wart. 


MANY REMINISCENCES. 


The luncheon brought out many 


reminiscences. One of the mott in- 
teresting had to do with an invita- 
tion the war correspondents with 


tyiimiiiiimmiiiimmmmuimimiiiii 
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the A. H. F. cabled to Colonel Rooie- 
velt to come over and Join them at 
the front Tha Colonel, havlns been 


;denied the privilege of taking a di- 
vision to France, had- accepted s post 
as one of the editorial contributors 
to a mid-west paper. 


"Now that you are In active har- 


ness aa a full-fledged newspaper 
Iran, why not come over as an ac- 
credited war correspondent*!" read 
the cablegram. "We will use our 
best endeavors for you with the cen- 
sors " 


"We wanted to see," said one of 


:he correspondents later, "what would 
happen when 'Dee-lighted' met 'De- 
rted.' " 


It was one of the great regrets of 


the war to be correspondents «ta- 
tloned at Neufchateau, a short way 
from headquarters at Chaumont, that 
Colonel Roosevelt's reply to the mes- 
sage, sent by 'etter, never reached 
them. The reply camo to headquart- 
ers all right and was entrusted to 
one of the press officers—a scion 
of an old New York family with the 
temporary rank of captain. The of- 
ficer displayed the envelope, with 
the famllUr 
handwriting and the 


Oyster Bay date-mark on It to sev- 
eral of his cronies In a cafe at Chau- 
mont. But when he reached Neuf- 
chatenu that nljrht the letter was 
lost. Being written by pen. there was 
no wry of It to he had. Colonel 
noosevelt referred to the letter later 
in a cnmmuniration to voting T. R.. 
who at the time was with the First 
Division, but we never received what 
uno.uestionably would have proved a 
historic document.

mented 
General 
Ferghlng Friday, 


'what a fine bodv of men thev were. 
Whenever I meet one of the men 
from the First In my travels I feel 
like hugging him. I tell him that 
he had the distinction to serve with 
the finest division that ever fought 
In any war for any country."

by their action. 


Fourth: That he may appeal from 


adverse decisions of local contractors 
ito the Contractors' National Trade 
association for relief.
